The  Principal  attended  the  meeting  of  the  New  York  Library 
Association  at  Twilight  Park,  during  which  she  held  a  called 
meeting  of  the  A.  L.  A.  Executive  Board. 

Miss  Sutliff  has  been  appointed  a  member  of  a  committee 
of  the  A.  L.  A.  Catalogue  section,  to  prepare  a  manual  for  alpha- 
beting  cards  in  a  dictionary  catalogue.
